SENTINELS OF THE SEA. _ 


Life Aboard a Lightship Is an Active 
One After All. 
A faint splash of light on a dark 


| waste of waters; the wash of the ser 


against the ship’s side; the creak of 
clockwork; the measured footfall o 
the watch on the deck; the barely 
heard throb of a distant steamer, o 
the near loom of ghostly sails passing 
in the night and, through a pall o° 
chilling mist, the boom of the foghort 
hurling its note of werning into the 
far-off silences. 

Such in the long night hours, is one 
of the many lightshipe which kee 
kees vigil around our coasts—the sen. 
tinels of the sea, the protectors of 
those who go out on the deep waters 

To understand the » 
let us step aboard a lightship. 

No sooner are we on the deck than 
we feel at home, Spacious and cos 
one can picture happy hours spent in 
this craft, remote from the stress of 
shore life. There are even plants and 
flowers to give a picturesque touch of 
domestic life. 

And the men who make their home 
here? They are eight all told—it may 
be only six—a master and his mate, 
three sailormen and three lamplight 
ers; and cf thie smal! but sufficient 
crew only five are on duty—the re. 
maining three are taking a well-earn. 
ed rest ashore, turn and turn about. 

No long-faced hermits are these 
guardians of the lightship. cheery 
men, all of them, and hospitable, as 
becomes @ sailor, though they roam 
no seas, 

“Dull?” sald the mate of the Nore 
ship to the press man on a visit, 
“Why, we've no time to be dull! Ne 
time for grizzling here!” 

And this is the truth. From rising 
to sleeping no moments need be un- 
occupied. The lantern alone keeps 
two of the five constantly busy. At 
sunset the lamps are lit, and the lan- 
tern is hoisted to its eminence, a few 
feet below the ball of the mast; then 
the clockwork is started which sete 
it revolving. All through the night, 
at frequent intervals, a gong sounds 
the signal for the laborious re-wind- 
ing, and wee betide the watchman 
who is deaf to the signal, or does not 
keep an eye on his revolving light. 

At sunrise the lantern is lowered, 
and a busy hour or more of cleaning 
follow, with rag and leather and cana 
of oil, until each reftector almost 
blinds one with its glitter. There is 
the foghorn to be kept booming every 
two minutes by strenuous work with 
a loot-peda! whenever the mist-clouds 
roll up 

Eyes must be kept ever on the alert 
night and day, the watchers ready at 
any instant to send a warning signal 
by gun or flag. It may be a vessel 
heading for a shoal; a ship in dis- 
tress; an imminent collision which 
only the promptest action can avert. 
And every happening of right or day 
must be caretally noted by the master 
in his log. .

DOGS OF THE YUKON 


They are Born Fighters, inveterate 
Thieves, Scmetimes Cowards 

Dogs in Alaska are of all breeds 
and sizes, the most common being 
the maicmute or native dog, says a 
writer in the Wide World Magazine. 
The word “malemute” is an Indian 
word, meaning Eskimo and is applied 
to both dogs and natives. The mal- 


amute is of the wolf strain—in fact, | 
the best of the breed are half wolf./ 


They evince all the characteristics of 
the woif beth in appearance and in 
manners, 

Owing to his wolflike fur, the mala- 
mute can easily stand the extreme 
Alaskan cold. He is a born fighter, 
an inveterate. thief and somewhat of 
a coward, for he will seldom fight 
singly against a lone adversary, The 
malamute while well able to withstand 
the cold, dces not seem te have the 
same order of intelligence as is dis- 
played by the outside dog, and the 


best dog for Alaska would seem to be! 


a .nixture of the two straing. 

Small dogs, such as fox terriers are 
a rarity in Alaska, for in that coun- 
try a dog is valuable in exact pro- 
portion to the amount he can pull. 
A sleigh dog will weigh anything 
from 30 to 150 pounds, the average 
being about 57 pounds. 

Dogs in Alaska, when on the trail, 
are fed once a day after the day's 
work ts done. They are never fed 
{n the morning, for if they were they 
would be lazy all day, or, what ts 
more probable, would vomit up their 
breakfast soon after they got on the 
trail Dogs, to work well, must be 
well fed. 

They get a variety of foods, includ- 
‘ng rice, tallow, corn meal, and fish 
If rice or corn meal forms a part 
of their food it must be cooked. Some 
mev prefer to feca their dogs on ba- 
con or fish, thus doing away with 
cooking

| Grain Fixing and Grain Mixing 
Dear Mr. Editor, 

Will you permit an ordinary home- 
Steader t© pass an opinion ou a very 
Plausible, and at the same time a 
very great injury that threatens the 
grain trade of the West? 
the establishment of a sample mark- 
et. 

The grain sharks are making a de- 
jtermined effort to get legal authority 
to open such markets in Winnipeg and 
Fort William. The schetne is to take 
a certain quantity of grain from every 
carload and place it on view in the 
grain exchange, and as soon as the 
ear is sold, the car from which th 
sample is tehen is sent to its destina- 
tion by the railway company. Mean- 
while the care are delayed in transit 
twenty-four hours, and cars not ar- 
riving at Winnipeg before’ elevea 
o cock on Saturday mornings are held 
until eleven o'clock on the tollowing 
Monday morning This means that 
the loss of time in transit caused by 
the sample market, reduces the carr)- 
ing capacity of the railway companies 
nearly two days in every week. This, 
on the three main lines of railway to 
Lake Superior, equals a reduction of 
about 2,500 ont of a total of 15,009 
available for the transportation of 
grain during the whole of the busy 
season. 

Now, sir, I look on this ag a very 
Serious matter. The great cry, al- 
most me ing In its intensity, from 
the Rocky Mountains to the Lake of 
the Woods, has been and will be, 
“Give us cars! more cars!: more 
ears!!!" And every newspaper in 
Western Canada re-echoes the cry, 
“More cars!!!" Aud this too in the 
face of the fact that weat fall will 
witness au increase of millions of 
bushels of grain to be transported to 
vastern markets. It ia nothing short 
ot crimina! folly in the face of these 
facts to place such an obstacle as a 
saniple market in the way to preven’ 
tapid and efficient transportation to 
Fort William and Port Arthur, 

It is seldom, indeed thac 1 can com 
‘mend the railway companies, but 
cannot shut my eyes to the fact that 
they are all straining every nerve to 
prepare for the fall rush They are 
laying double tracks as quickly as 


possible They are improving their 
terminals. They are largely increas 
ing their elevator storage capacity. 


They are buying hundreds of locomo- 
tives and thousands of cars. And 
shall we stand supinely by and see the 
grain sharks block the march of pro 
cress No! A thousand times no 
Ratner let us help ourselves to get our 
grain quickly to the lake front by sec- 


ing that no obstacles are needlessi; 
allowed to interfere with the trans-| 
portation companies The’ farmers 


tre perfectly right in asking for more 
ears, and the railway companies must 
do their utinost to comply with the 
demand, Dut is it not a queer way to 
fret them when we allow the available 
supply to be cut down to the tune of 
2,500 at one lick 

There is another aspect of Lhis bare 
faced attempt to impose a sample 
market on us farmers Ever since 
the mixing of wheat In tle elevators 
was forbidden by law, desperate at- 
tempts have been made by the graii 
‘sharks, backed by tie big interests, 
the financiers and very likely by the 
railway companies, to get at the 
wheat and play thelr old gume of m x- 
ing grades, and robbing us farmers.

FEAT OF AN INDIAN HERO

Swam the ley Columbia With Child 
on His Back 

To swim the Columbia River st 
Umatilla, where it is half a mile in 
width, is a test of human = strength 
even under the most favorable condit- 
ions, but to accomplish the feat bur 
dened with the weight of a child, ana 
ja the dead of winter, with a swoi 
len river made more formidable bs 
‘the presence of hundreds of jagged 
jice floes, is an achievement almost un- 
believeable. 

Yet this was just what was done 
jabout eight years ago by a Colum. 
bia River Indian who had almost 
reached the age of fifty. He is still 
living today on the Umatilla reserva- 
tion to testify to his performance, 
oo no man ever heard him boast 
of it, 
| The Indian's name is Sees-Yuse, and 
he is now the head man of the scet- 
tered Columbias. It was in the early 
years of the new century that he at- 
tempted to make the passage of the 
|Columbia in a frail canoe, accompan- 
ied by a boy of 9 years. When in 
mid-streain bis little craft was struck 
with such force by an ice cake that 
it was overturned. Sees-Yuse seized 
lis boy companion and, placing him ou 
his Mack, breasted the stream and 
commenced his battles to gain. the 
shoie. 

If men who witnessed the feat are 
to be believed, no white man could 
jhave accomplished what this old tn- 
}dian did. Foot by foot he made his 
‘way toward the southern bank, and 
though swept down stream by the 
swift current, his progress was steady. 
| Several times he was struck by an 
live floe, and the jagged end of one 
cut a deep wound in his neck. Finally 
after what seemed an almost inter 
minuable time, he reached the shore 
with his burden, his strength spent by 
his hervic efforts and loss of bloo:, 
end almost frozen by the chill wacer. 
Hefore the flow from his wound couid 
be checked he had almost bled to 
{death 
j Not long after the incident Sees- 
Yuse was awarded some heirship lands 
on the Umatilla reservation and since 
that time has lived among the Uma- 
tillas, Cayuses and Walla Wallas, but 
through the death of the chief- 
tain of his own tribe he has come t» 
be regarded by his people as their 
head man. 

The old Indian, whose facial char- 
acteristics a:e so different from those 
of the praitie Indians, is a frequent 
Visitor iu Pendleton, Ore., and almost 
regularly once a week calls upon h:s 
frieud, Major Lee Moorhouse, not, 
however, so much for the purpose of 
talking with the Major as to gaze at 
a full-length painting of himsef which 
adorns the walls of the Moorhouse 
orifice. The painting was made from 
a photograph of Sees-Yuse, taken by 
the Major, and the aged redman often 


sits by the hour, childlike, admiring 
the likeness on the  wall.—Oregon 
Journal
